When the FERA ended Nov. 30, 
1935, and the county relief admin­

program, 5,690 persons were on re­ 
lief rolls. This record shows 2,212 
families and 457 single persons. 
The 
current 
December 
relief 
load shows 309 families and 352 
single persons. 
Records disclose that the De­ 
cember, 1935, load was 1,455 fami­ 
lies and 402 single persons, or a 
total of 5,690. 
Current December records show 
•t©9 families on relief and 352 tin­ 
gle people, or a total of 3,561. 
The oounty relief office is em­ 
ploying lower administration per­ 
sonnel than at any time since the 
relief program was established.

union. "It Is not a settlement, but 
it is a victory for the United Auto­ 
mobile workers.” 
George W. Kennedy, president of 
Kelsey-Hayes, said the company 
had met ail of the union’s demands 
when he announced the proposal. 
Sets Up Minimum Wags 
He said the firm would establish 
an hourly minimum wage of 75 
cents, pledged that there would be 
no discrimination against any em­ 
ploye, and promised later adjust­ 
ment of wages for workers already 
receiving more than 75 cents an 
hour and also the question of over­ 
time rates. 
The Detroit branch factory of 
the Aluminum Company of America 
also was preparing to resume op­ 
erations within a few days. 
Six 
hundred employes yesterday ac­ 
cepted terms arranged by federal 
labor conciliators to end the 14 
day old strike, which left 1,400 em­ 
ployes idle. 
Maks Auto Parts 
The agreement provided that all 
employes return to the Aluminum 
plant "as soon as shifts can be ar­ 
ranged and when business condi­ 
tions permit,” that no one would 
be discrimnated against and that 
“rates of pay for all who have re­ 
turned to work have been adjusted 
and the same will apply to those 
returning 
within

time.”

A 
shortage of parts due to the strikes 
curtailed operations In the Dear­ 
born and Kansas City plants of tbs 
Ford Motor Co. 
Other car manu­ 
facturers also were confronted by 
the prospect of having to reduce 
operations. 
Strikes in plants of the Pitts­ 
burgh Plate Glass Co. and the Lib- 
bey-Owens-Ford Co., which manu­ 
facture most of the glass for auto­ 
mobiles, still remained a threat to 
the motor industry. 
Glen W. McCabe, president of 
the federation of Flat Glass W ork-1 
ors of America, said that “there is 
no immediate prospect for a settle­ 
ment of the glass strike.’’

VATICAN CITY. Dec. 24.—Pope 
Pius XI prayed from his sick bed 
before the whole world today that 
God accept his suffering for peace 
among men and called for a union 
of 
all 
Christianity 
against 
the 
"evil forces” of Communism. 
His eyes afire, the stricken pon 
tiff spoke in a 
throbbing voice 
through 
a 
microphone 
held 
by 
Father Soccorsl, director of the 
Vatican radio station. 
He called "for a union of all 
men of good will against the pro­ 
paganda of the enemy”—by which 
he meant Communism—and prayed 
that God accept his present suf­ 
fering "for his own glory, for the 
conversion of all who have gone 
astray, for peace and the good of 
the entire church—and, in partlcu 
lar, for 8paln.” 
In Spain, the holy father cried 
"propaganda and evil forces have 
wished to make the supreme exper 
iment of all the destructive forces 
scattered 
throughout the world 
which they have at their command 
Threatens Whole World 
"Here is a new menance more 
threatening than ever before for 
the whole world, and particularly 
for Europe and Its Christian civil! 
ration,” be said. 
The holy father’s voice trembled 
throughout the whole 29 mlnntes 
of his Christmas eve message. 
At times he seemed to be fore 
ing himself on. At several inter 
vats. he paused for a second. 
He spoke of the "bitter sorrow 
of our paternal heart, caused by 
the many great evils which, these 
days, have fallen like a scourge on 
humanity, civil society and the 
church.’’

improved 
section will follow the bed of the 
former Y. & O. railroad from the 
sub-station on the Youngstown high­ 
way to Rock Camp on the old Lin­ 
coln highway, via Stop 55.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—An ad­ 
ministration biti for government- 
directed insurance, was viewed in 
many quarters today as the prob 
able outcome of a detailed proposal 
submitted to President Roosevelt 
by his special committee on

The committee recommended the 
program start with insurance of the 
1938 wheat crop against drouth, 
flood, hall, Insects and other haz­ 
ards. 
Similar protection, It said. was 
desired by many farmers who grow 
cotton, corn, tobacco 
and 
other 
crops. 
After studying the report, 
President Roosevelt is expected to 
submit It to congress. 
Under the wheat proposal, farm­ 
ers taking 
the 
insurance would 
agree to pay premiums of a certain 
number of bushels of the grain for 
each acre planted. 
If natural hazards kept th* yield 
per acre below 
half 
or 
three- 
fourths the normal corp, th* govern­ 
ment would supply the deficiency^— 
in wheat. 
Insurance

cover declines in price.

where near .'17,500. The previous high was 
37.000 traffic accident deaths in 1935. 
But the picture is not as Muck as the 
death 
figures 
indicate 
True, 
we cannot 
gainsay the fact that ‘JO..450 accident dead 
at the end of IO mom ha is a total one per­ 
cent greater than for the same period of 
1935. But, and this condition is significant. 
American mote rials, to Nov. I of this year, 
traveled 16.720,HOO.OOO (correct —not 16.720,- 
000) more miles than they did during the 
corresponding mouths of 19.15. 
What do these figure* mean'.' Bim ply, 
that 
although 
gasoline 
consumption 
by 
American automobiles is up IO percent, 
accident deaths had increased only one per­ 
cent up to Nov. I. More automobiles, travel­ 
ing billion* of miles farther than last year, 
yet a relatively small increase in traffic 
deaths?

the simple accidents we experience. 
The hope expressed at the meet­ 
ing was that some means might he 
found to reduce the number of acci­ 
dents. which resulted lest year in 
ten million injuries m d cost IOO,- 
OOO lives. 
So simple a proc adure aa the 
proper application of a bandage. 
or the sewing together of a simple 
wound, ie a matter of real impor­ 
tance. 
lf carelessly done, perma­ 
nent damage may result. 
In addi­ 
tion. it ie dangerous to overlook 
what may follow a scratch or a pin 
prick 
These simple Injuries often 
lead to serious infection and. all 
too frequently, result in the ampu­ 
tation of a finger or even a ltmb. 
Special care should be given in 
las* of a fracture or dislocation. 
These accidents are common in 
certain Industrie# and occupations. 
Inadequate care or delayed medi­ 
cal attention often leads to a per­ 
manent defect which may be diffi­ 
cult to overcome. 
Indeed, it may 
cause permanent disability. 
Injuria# Neglected 
I am glad to say that many of 
tbs 
so-called 
industrial 
hazards 
have been reduced to a minimum, 
but too many of us are careless 
about the simple injuries. 
This 
negligence is common if the injury 
ie received at. home. 
In a large 
Industrial plant, rules and regula­ 
tions concerning minor aa well as 
major injuries are strictly observed 
and medical attantlon ie enforced. 
But at home the injured person ie

Do not rely upon your own 
Judgment. 
To a layman tbs ap­ 
pearance of the injury may ba de- 
i reiving and th# underlying struc­ 
ture# may be injured to a greater 
extent than ta suspected.
